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The Soviets ere evidently trying now to achieve a 
negotiation in which they eitber hold on to what they have 
{a Cuba by way of an offensive capability (to be beefed up 
by fucure clandeotine delivery of vital comnonents, 
including nuclecr warheads) or trade off whar they heve 
epeiact βοῦς cetera abect, rotebly Turkish ond Itelian 
iiesiles., They ere doing so egainst the geceral bachyrcevacd 
of ὃ massive buildeup in their owe cuclear cavebllitie2 erd 
egeinst a ilat unwillingness τς move on euy cerious necaures 
of arms control. 


Ve have created a bergaining lever egainst their Οὐδὲ 
build up in the form of the comaitments we mace in the 
President's epeech and in the blockede itself. If we ere 
to surrender the blockade before the question of the Cuban 
installations is settled, we are likely to be forced, ualess 
greet cere ig taken, into a deal wnich psychologically erd 
oclitically, if not militarily, wili weaken the Free vorid 
ead the fiber of the Alifence. 


We ehall be suggesting, in the ccurse of the day, ways 
of moving forward on the questions of Furopeen missiles on a 
construetive track of our orn choosing, witch may conceivably 
play a useful beckpround role in the evolution of tais 
crisis; but I believe it is essentfel not to rewerd the 
Soviets -- cr enpear tu reward the Soviets -- by letting theee 
tracks get crossed. 


I believe thie point is not cleer in the drafe of the 
President's reply to the Secretary General; anc, ἀξ we 
sroceed on that Line, it is essentiel that our inetructions 
to Stavenson be eabsoluteiy lucid on this point.
